shad spawn is as foreign under nat- 
ural conditions as meat in a Sunday 
sandwich. 

Speaking of the attempt to stock the 
Merrimack river, Mr. Chadwick says: 

“The commission spent nearly $15,000 
and then abandoned the job, declaring 
the legislature and the fishermen on 
the stream had been the cause of their 
failure of success, when they knew 
that the manufacturing interests on 
the river had been found to be a hun- 
dredfold more valuable than the-fisher- 
jes, and since the dam was built at 
Lawrence no shad have ever been seen 
above the dam, except they were car- 
ried there. 

“It was a matter well known to the 
fish culturist that no fishway had ever 
been constructed that a shad would 
enter, and no one was ever reported as 
seeing a shad in a fishway. 

“Over 13,000,000 shad were hatched 
and turned into the Merrimack, and 
not one was known to be of any bene- 
fit to the fishermen or the public. 

‘At the time of attempting to stock 

the river there were 15. seines used 
three months in the war by 60 men be- 
tween Lawrence and Newburyport. At 
the present time there are not any 
owned or used at any season of the 
year, and the time of taking fish is so 
limited by law that if there were fish 
in the river no parties could. make it 
profitable to go to an expense of $60 
for a seine and boat merely to usé for 
a few days. 
, “The fishermen at the mouth of the 
river who fish for bait have been har- 
assed until the legislature removed a 
portion of the restrictions In tidal wa- 
ters, the commission claiming that nets 
should not be used on, the spawning 
grounds in the river at Andover, when 
they know there was never a spawning 
ground for shad except In’ still waters 
at the head of the river. 

“The shad is a fish that does not 
cast its spawn in running water. The 
water at Andover runs at a speed of 
over four miles per, hour. 

“The process of hatching shad at An- 
dover was by taking the spawn by 
killing the fish, then placing the spawn 
in boxes in the running water, and 
when hatched the young fish were

The French are essentially a dramatic 
people and much of their»later music 
is operatic.

, Interest in Russian music has devel- 
cCped of late.

At the Second Baptist church Sunday 
morning, Rev. Charles C. Earle, in a, 
sermon on “Trustworthiness,”’ spoke in 
part as follows:

needs of Christianity have been faith- 
fully presented, and sometimes the 
importunity has been resented. The 
ethical power which commerce | con- 
stantly receives from. Christianity has 
not been duly appreciated. Without 
trustworthiness in our varied commer- 
cial life, disaster and chaos would inev- 
ensue. Every business man 
knows that ability without moral integ- 
rity is of little worth, and that honesty, 
veracity, fidelity, and conscientiousness 
inake ability of triple value. The gen- 
eral use made of references to former 
employers, and to public teachers, to 
ascertain the moral qualities, habits, 
and associates of those seeking em- 
Lloyment proves this. 

Christianity, through the church, the 
home, and other institutions produces 
the moral power which puts at once a 
premium upon ‘those who possess the 
requisite physical and mental qualifica- 
tions for the various spheres of service 
in the. world, If a person is Known. to 
be a true, sensible Christian, he ranks 
in the very first ¢lass, and all others of 
equal ability, but not equal .morally, 
takes rank after him, even in the clas- 
sification made by business men who 
are lacking in moral principle. 

Especially in modern times is the 
ethical element of value to commerce, 
when fewer men can be proprietors, and 
many more must fill positions of trust. 
Combination has put great commercial 
enterprises in the hands of a few great 
organizers of capital and trade, and 
vast responsibil’.ies must necessarily 
be committed to salaried managers, su- 
perintendents, overseers, and other 
agents, who niust be as trustworthy as 
they are efficient, and as conscientious 
in the management, of the business of 
others, as they would be in their own. 
And it is remarkable how secure the 
gigantic, and complex commerce of the 
world is, because of the fidelity of dn- 
numerable thousands who are con- 
trolled by a~-sense of honor.“ A--very~

Matter Discussed at the Directors’ Meeting of the 


Andover Guild, 


4 


The directors of the Guild held their 
‘monthly meeting last Tuesday evening 
in the Guild House. Comparing the re- 

| ports of the superintendent, Mrs. F. A. 


Andrews, and the treasurer, Mr. A. L. 
Ripléy, it appeared that while there had 
been few calls for assistance during the 
past month, there had been more during 
the past year than for any one of five 
years previous. 

The committee on boys’ work reported 
that the Boys’ club, consisting of 18 boys 
from 14 to 16 years of age, meets at the 
Guild House every Monday evening. 
Half the boys are occupied at the ben- 
ches with sloyd, while the other half are 
in the gymnasium and at basketball. 

The committee on girls’ work -reported 
that the class in physical culture has a 
good attendance, and that there. are 
three classes in cooking, each having 
nearly as many in attendance as the 
kitchen can accommodate. Miss. Mary 
Alice Abbot, president of the Girls’ 
club, reported to the directors that this 
comprises five subordinate clubs or de- 
partments, each meeting at the Guild 
House once a week, and all uniting in 
having the privileges of the Guild House 

- on-one other evening in the week. Miss 
Hinchcliffe, the matron, is in attendance 
on each of the four evenings when the 
House is open to girls; and two ladies in 
each department, who act as leaders, are

also in attendance on their respective 
department evenings. The membership 
of the club is about 50. The attendance 
in October was 208, in November 199, in 
December 84, in January 193, in Febru- 
ary 215. The age of the members is 
from 12 to 19; the club dues are 10 cents 
per month. The occupations are sewing, 
crocheting, embroidering, raffia weaving, 
dressing dolls for the Boston Floating 
Hospital, stock making, playing games, 
reading. The ten leaders, together with 
the matron and the president, meet once 
a month and prepare the plans for the 
coming month. The directors appropri- 
ated $15 for classes in cooking open to 
members of the Girls’ club. 

The committee on a public meeting 
reported that such a meeting had been 
arranged, and would be heldin the Town 
hall about the middle of April. 


A cémmittee had been appointed at, 


the previous meeting to confer with a 
committee of the A. V. 1. 8. in regard to 
the formation of a Civic League. Both 
committees reported -to the present 
meeting that in their view it was ex- 
pedient that such a.League should be 
formed, and that other organizations in 
Town should be invited to take part in 
its formation. The committee of the 
directors was then empowered to con- 
tinue, and to consult with the other or- 
ganizations mentioned with a view to 
the establishment of a Civic League.

im the morning, speaking especially of 
the work among the Deep Sea‘ fisher-. 
men on the North sea, a feature which 
interested his audience, many of whom 
had formerly lived on. its shore; in fact, 

the doctor had been with his medical 
steamer in Arbroatti, Aberdeen and 
Montrose, towhs so familiar to Andover 
Scotchmen. “ He addressed also the Sun- 
day school, and then went to the South 
church, where he spoke to the Infant 
department-and.the matn Sunday school. 

At half past four he spoke at the Vesper 
‘service in the Seminary chapel 

In the evening, the union meeting at 
the South church was well attended, 
despite the pouring rain. Pastor Ship- 
man conducted preliminary exercises, 
and: Reetor-Palmer-oftered- prayer on-re* 
ceipt of the offerings. Dr. Grenfell 
spoke for nearly two hours in running 
and most interesting comment on his 
pictures of arctic life and missionary 
work. No one who saw and heard could 
doubt the great importance and value of 
this man’s service among the seamen 
and shoremen of that desolate region, 
both white and Eskimo, as he goes 
among them gn his hospital steamer 
in summer and on skees or dog-sledge in 
winter, healing the sick, preaching the 
gospel, feeding and clothing the poor, 
and providing in various ways employ- 
ment for the inhabitants when the pre- 
carious fisheries fail. 

He said in part: 

“We have in our care some 4000 set- 
tlers, 1500 Esquimaux, and about 20,000 
deep sea fishermen. Our society has a 
long name—the ‘Royal: Society of Deep 
Sea Fishermen.’ A few people got to- 
gether, being interested in helping these 
populations, and they formed themselves 
into a limited liability company. As to 
my work, I believe in doing for them 
what Christ would do were he here. 

“I want you to know, first of all, that 

we have a beautiful coast in Labrador. 


DR. GRENFELL ON SKEES. 


It is as well worth visiting as is Norway 
or Sweden. Much good work has yet to 
be done in the way of exploration. One 
visitor in his enthusiasm recently named 
a large mountain after President Eliot. 
My work used to be done with the aid of 
a sailing vessel, but I now use a steamer. 
The aggregations of Esquimaux are 
around the Moravian settlements. We 
have several surgeons at work, and quite 
a number of cases in the hospital.

A distance of 
from 1800 to 2600 miles is our usual win- 
ter record. 

“Our great problem is in finding work 
and in saving families from  scrofula 
and from starvation: We have started a

built a little church in one of the places 
along the coast. Many of these people 
—the settlers—have been members of 
the royal and naval reserve,. and though 
=they*took-ungainiy* a 
can do splendid work on. the deck ofa 
vessel. ‘They suffer more frdm liquor 
than anything else, and I am glad to say 
that I was instrumental in closing up 
the last saloon in Labrador. 


We have. started .a system of circu- 


lating libraries, with books supplied in 
boxes that open out as shelves. We 
provide orphans with homes. A girl 
whose father had to chop off her legs 
below the knees we have. provided with 
artificial limbs.” 

Monday morning, he addressed the 
Phillips Academy boys at morning 
prayers, speaking more particularly of 
his adventurous life and travels in the 
Northland, and the happiness of work- 
ing for the Master under such con- 
ditions. The boys gave him hearty 
cheers, with the full round -of school 
yells, led by Mr. Cates, the captain of 
the football team.

TWO TRAMPS, 


On‘a stormy, blustry night in Decem- 
ber, 1839, when the doors were shut and 
the family preparing for bed, a knock at 
the back door. was heard. On opening 
the door two lads apparently 14 to 15 
years of age came in. They asked lodg- 
ing for the night. Miserably clad, they 
seemed to have only one suit of old 
clothes between them. One wore a cap, 
the other was bareheaded but wore 
shoes, while the boy with the cap was 
barefooted, and so on through the whole 
wardrobe, On being told to go to the 
police office where they would be cared 
for, one of the boys looked at my mother 
wistfully and said that he was told that 
no tramp, was sent away empty from 
this house.

Calvin P, Kingsbury was of revolu- 
tionary ancestry, a paternal grand- 
father who fought “in the armies of 
Washington having been one of four 
brothers who came to. America from 
England about 1750. 

Mr. Kingsbury was born in Boston, 
September 26, 1841. In early life he 
served an apprenticeship as a com- 
positor in the office of the Lawrence 
Courier. Completing his apprentice- 
ship, he became foreman of the Dover 
Enquirer, at Dover, N.'H., where he 
continued until August, 1862, when he 
enlisted in Company K, Eleventh New 
Hampshire Volunteers. 

Preceding his enlistment he married 
in 1859, Miss Lydia Moores at Norfolk, 
Mass. 

At the battle of Fredericksburg, De- 
cember 13, 1862, Mr. Kingsbury was se- 
verely. wounded and. lay in an- hospital 
at Washington where he was attendea 
by his wife until sufficiently recovered 
to return to Norfolk, When he was hon- 
orably discharged from the service. 

Mr. Kingsbury was for two years 
an assistant foreman in the state 
printing house at Boston, and in 1865 
he removed to Chicago, where he fol- 
loWed his trade. until 1869,” when he 
became a resident gf St. Joseph and 
foreman of the Herald job-office, 

He Was’ one of the original »members 
of the St. Joseph Steam Printing Com- 
pany, organized in 1869. He later sold 
his interest in this concern and became 
associated with Thomas H. Hail in the 
establishment of a printing plant, of 
which he became sole owner in 1879. 

For many years he did a large busi- 
ness, but met with reverses which led 
him to-abandon his business as an in- 
dependent enterprise. For the last few 


years he had been an employe of the 
Combe Printing Company. 
Mr. Kingsbury had for many years 


been-a-member of the Baptist church, 
witha hich he. united in. Norfolk,.Mass. 
He was prominent-in. lodge. circles; 
Was past commander of Custer 
No. 7, G. A. R., and past master of St. 
Joseph Lodge No. 78, A F and A. M., 
past high priest of Mitchell Chapter 
No, 89, R. A. M., and past commander 
thirty-second degree Mason He was 
past—ehaneellor of St Joseph Lodge, 
No. 22, Knights of Pythias, and was for 
two years grand prelate of the grand 


lodge. He belonged to Pride of the 
West Lodge, No. 42, A. O. U W, and 


was past president of the typographi- 
cal’ union, and represented No. 40 as 
delegate to the International Typo- 
graphical Union in 1901, at Birming- 
Ala. a F

mourn—his—loss..___Mrs._Kingsbury,_like. 
her husband, is a firm believer in 
unionism, she being a charter member 
of the woman's ‘auxiliary J.E.M.

Around the County. 


Town Meeting. 


At the Methuen town meeting held in 
the Methuen town hall Saturday after- 
noon, the longest warrant in the history 
of the town was considered. So long 
Was the warrant that_but 48 out ofthe 
72 articles were considered, the remain- 
ing to be taken up at an adjourned 
meeting to be held next Saturday after- 
noon, The important business trans- 
acted -included ‘the appropriation of 
money for the year; the vote to mac- 
adamize Lowell and Barker streets, and 
to request the B. & N. street railway 
company to lay heavy rails on Lowell 
Street; the passing over of articles 
calling for new school houses; - the ac- 
ceptance of the sewer system and the 
vote to petition the legislature for 
power to create a board of public works 
to have charge of the sewer system, 
waterworks system, and other public 
matters, the acceptance of land given 
by Mr. Searles; the vote to buy an 
additional pair of horses for the fire de- 
partment; the vote to increase the 
wages of laborers on the highways to 
$1.75 per day, and the vote to observe 
“Old Home week” this year. There 
was.a large attendance, - 

The meeting was called to order at 1 
o'clock by Town Clerk J. Sidney Howe 
‘who read the town warrant. Granville 

; Foss ~was chosen. moderator by a 
unanimous vote. 

Under Article 2 of the warrant’ the 
officers not required to be elected by 
ballot were chosen, The report of the 
selectmen was accepted under Article 3, 
, Article 4, to raise to make the appro- 
priations for the year was taken up. It 
was voted on motion of W. D. Harts- 
horne that the report of the finance 
committee be heard as each item. was 
taken up. The recommendations of the 
selectmen ‘were for the most part’ adopt- 
ed. Following are the appropriations 
made under this article, as . compared 
with those of last year for the same 
purpose: i

until other articles in the warrant were 
taken up. These articles were not 
reached Saturday, however, so the ap- 
propriations ‘will not.be made until next 
Saturday. The matter of the police 
appropriation was tabled; but was later 
taken up Wey $300 added to the sum 
recommended by the selectmen. The 
original recommendation for the side- 
Walk appropriation was $1,000, but Mr. 
Marsh stated that this had been made 
with the understanding that another 
article was to be put in the warrant 
calling for another appropriation of a 
similar amount to be expended under 
the direction of the permanent side- 
walk committee. This not having been 
done he recommended that $1,000 addi- 
tional be added to be thus expended. 
During the discussion on the lighting 
appropriation Frank Buckminster took 
oceasion to call the present service ren- 
deréd by the Welsbach company a dis- 
grace and an_ imposition Selectman 
Bower announced that the contract 
with the company expired i. October 
1903. 

Under Art. 5, the usual method of col- 
lectine taxes was adopted. The town 
treasurer was under Art. 6 authorized 
to negotiate loans in anticipation of, 
taxes. 

The list of jurors as ~repared by the 
selectmen was accepted wnder Art. 7. 

Under Art. 8 calling for the report of 
committees, the committee on securing 
a ledge made a report which was ac- 
cepted. This committee comprised the 
selectmen. 

The compensation for fire department 
members was, under Art. 9 made the 
same as last year. 

Under Art. 10 the dog tax was appro- 
priated for .the schools. 

Under Art. 11 the sum of $200 was ap- 
propriated for the decoration of the 
soldiers’ and sailors’ graves on Memo- 
rial day. 

The finance committee reported un- 


favorably-on-the request. of Frank. Rem- 


ick and others contained in Art. 12 to 
appropriate $700 for macadamizing 
High street. J. O. Parker explained 
for the committee that it would be im- 
possible to do all the macadamizing 
acked for in the warrant and that the 
committee had given the matter a care- 
{ul consideration, and decided upon 
three parts of the town to be benefited 
this year, and that it recommended 
that the rest of the requests be passed 
over. In spite of the protest of Mr. 
Remick that the street was in bad 
shape, the article was passed over. 

Art. 13, calling for an appropriation 
of $2,500 to repair Howe street was 
passed over, although the finance com- 
mittee recommended that $1200 be ap- 
propriated for this purpose. 

Under Article 14 it was voted to mac- 
adamize Lowell street from Railroad 
Square to Elm street,.and appropriate 
$2000 for this purpose, this sum to be 
taken out of the street railroad and 
excise tax. This appropriation was 
recommended by the finance committee. 
There was considerable discussion be- 
cause the sewer connctions on the street 
were not in, and it seemed to be the 
concensus of opinion that. the work 
should: not be done until all the con- 
nections are in. During the discussion 
Judge Rogers wanted to know what 
the tax rate would be for the ensuing 
year if all the recommendations, and 
those only, made by the finance com- 
mittee were adopted. E. A. Bower 
announced that it would, probably be 
about 17.50 per thousand. The motion 
to macadamize this street was carried 
by a hand vote. 116 voting in favor and 
only 1 against. On motion of E. J. 
Castle it was voted to pave the gutters, 
the expense to be paid from the appro- 
priation for the macadamizing the 
street. It swas also voted that the se- 
lectmen be instructed to request_ the 
Boston and Northern street railroad to 
lay heavy rails on Lowell street. 

Articles 15, calling for an an appro- 
priation of $2000 to. macadamize Milk 
street; 16, calling for $1500 to macad- 
amize Hamstead street, and 17, calling 
for $500 to macadamize Brook street, 
‘were passed over on motion of J. O. 
Parker representing the finance com- 
mittee. :

Under Art. 18, $200 was appropriated 
to repair Lowell street from Elm to 
Forest street.

A. J. Crosby spoke in favor of the 
appropriation of $50,000 under Art. 19, 
for the construction of a grammar 
school building On the site of the East 
building. He contended that the 
present building was unsafe, .unsani- 
tary, and a veritable fire trap. He 
said that, contrary to report, the arti- 
cle had not been put in the warrant to 
antagonize Mr. Searles in any way, but 
that, even if the high school building 
should be completed tomorrow, there 
Was still an urgent need of a grammar 
school building. | He favored - asking 
the legislature for power to hire the 
money to construct it. Chairman 
Hartshorne of the school board said 
that while he recognized the need of 
the building, he thought that in the 
light of the fact that he had assurances 
that. there would be something better 
in the future, it would be very unad- 
visable to appropriate the sum called 
for for this purpose. Ifa building was 
to be built? he said, it would be a poor 
policy to put up a $50,000 structure, A 

,better building was needed, 

Frank Buckminster claimed that the 
schools had been kept.in wretched san- 
itafy condition during the winter. He 
thought that the school, rooms should 
be opened a half. hour. before school in 
the ‘winter that the children who came 
from far away need not’ stand in the 
.cold till school time, ’ 

The article-was passed over. 

Article 20 calling for a $5,000 school 
building on the Bradley farm plat was 
also passed over, although the residents 
of that section of the town presented 
strong arguments for its passage. 
Chairman Hartshorne of -the school 
board said that the board saw the need 
of the building, but that on account of 
the financial condition of the town it 
would »be impossible to construct one 
this year. The site of the building 
has been offered to the town on condi- 
tion that @ building be put thereon 
within five years. He said that the 
committee would see to it that the fares 
of the children of this section were paid 
on the electrics to the Currier or Pleas- 
ant valley school until the building 
should be erected.

is capable of being drained into said 
sewers, and assessments to be at the 
rate of 66 2-3 cents per foot, frontage 
of said land upon the sewered street 
and ways and the selectmen be and 
hereby are authorized and directed to 
ascertain, assess and certify to the tn- 
dividual. assessments, which will be- 
come due under the vote to the tax 
collector and give notice thereof to, the 
person charged or assessed in accord- 
ance with section 3 of chapter 49 of the 
revised laws. 


Art. 31, to see what action the town 
would take to secure legislation enab- 
ling the town to create a board of pub- 
lic works to have charge of the sewers, 
waterworks and other town matters 
called forth a lively discussion. Joseph 
Buswell spoke in favor of the proposi- 
tion of making such a request of the 
legislature, and submitted the follow- 
ing motion: 

“That the town ask the legislature. to 
create a board of public works, to have 
control of town water works, sewer 
system, playstead, and public parks, 
public lighting to consist of three 
legal voters to be elected for one, two 
and three years at the annual town 
election in 1904, and one to be electe’ 
each year thereafter for the term of 
three. years at a salary such as the 
town may determine.” 

He said it would cost no more than 
the resent system, and that it would 
put.all. these. matters in the charge 
of one body. 

Frank Buckminster spoke in oppo- 
sition, and moved that the article be 
passed over. Henry Arnold thought it 
would cost too much, an thought that 
the town should reduce expenses if pos- 
sible. Mr. Buswell answered that it 
would cost less in his opinion. Mr. 
‘Castle suggested that the sewer com- 
mision and the water commission be 
made one. James H. Lyons thought 
the move was simply to create more 
offices, and was — unnecessary. He 
thought the selectmen could attend to 
the duties of the proposed board. Mr: 
Hartshorne suggested that the matter 
would be referred tothe voters, who 
could then decide whether they wanted 
the board or not. After considerable 
discussion the motion to pass over was 
defeated and the motion of Mr. Bus- 
well prevailed. Rep. Castle was re- 
quested to take the necessary steps to- 
ward procuring the legislation. . 

Art. 32, to. see if the town would vote 
to establish the office of sewer com- 
missioners was passed over. 

Articles 38 and 39, to see what action 
the town would take toward completing 
the sewer system were next taken up, 
and after considerable discussion were 
laid on the table till the adjourned 
meeting. It was announced that the 
town was now within about $8000 of 
the debt limit and so all the money 
necessary to complete the work recom- 
mended by the engineer could not be 
borrowed without a special legislative 
enactment. ; 

Art. 33, asking that a culvert be con- 

structed on Oak street was laid on the 
table till the adjourned meeting. 
The gift to the town of a parcel of 
land on Broadway, by Edward F. 
Searles, this land to be used for school 
purposes only as announced in Art. 34, 
and the land on Tenney street to be 
used as a playstead, was accepted by 
the town. On motion of Henry Arnold 
the selectmen were chosen to. convey 
to Mr. Searles the thanks of the town 
and on motion of German 8. Phippen 
a vote of thanks was adopted, 

Art. 36, calling for a voting precinct 
to be established in the east part of 
the town was passed over.

Old Resident Dead. 


Aaron Bartlett Osgood for many years 
a resident of the town of North Ando- 
ver passed away very suddenly on 
Monday morning at about twenty-five 
minutes of eight*at the family home, 
He had been—ill—since 
the Friday previous and on Sunday he 
was thought to be very much improved. 


ing he was taken suddenly worse and 
in the few hours that elapsed previous 
to his death no hopes were entertained 
of-his recovery by those who watched 
constantly by his bedside. 

His death takes from the community 
wone that has always. been interested in 
and has worked for its welfare. He 
had been a long resident in the town 
having claimed a residence of 57 years, 
first coming there in the year 1846, 
His first employment in this vicinity 
was as a machinist at the old Albert 
Blood machine shop in this city, long 
since removed. He afterwards secured 
a position in the Davis and Furber 
machine shop at North Andover which 
in those years was known as the Glea- 
son and Davis machine company-s He 
worked his way up in the estimation of 
his employers and was sent upon the 
road setting up the machinery built 
by the concern. He was under their 
employ in this capacity from the year 
4847 until 1893 when he retired from act- 
ivé-life-and-gave- up-his- position with 
the.company. During the many years 
that he was employed by the company 
he set up their machinery in all parts 
of. the United States and Canada, from 
Nova Scotia to California. 

The deceased was born in Amesbury, 
Mass., on June 28th, inthe year 1822. 
Tis age was 80 years, 8 months and 11 
days. He was the son of Aaron and 
Eliabeth’ (Colby) Osgood who 
were both natives of that town. Their 
son was given the best education that 
the public schools of his native town 
afforded at that time. After complet- 
ing his schooling he was apprenticed 
to, and in due time, learned the car- 
penters trade, in what is now the city 
of ‘Haverhill. 

He was united in marriage to Miss 
Elizabeth E. Cheswell’ of Newmar- 
ket, N. H., in the year 1855. During the 
time of his residence in North Ando- 
ver as one of its most respected citizens 
he always lived on Elm streec.. In the 
year 1858 he was elected to serve on the 
school board and on the — prudéntial 
committee for’one year. : 

The--deceesed was-a great reader of 
books and 6f the leading _ periodicals, 
and his information on many of the 
leading topics of the day was exceed- 
ingly broad. Although not a member 
he was for many years a constant at- 
tendant at the Universalist church in 
Lawrence. He was a widower, his wife 
having departed from this life over six 
years-ago,-seven-years- next-July. 

He leaves two sons and two daugh- 
ters to mourn his death and they have 
the sympathy of their many friends 
and neighbors in their sorrow. The
